Providing for the Regulation and 
Control of Vending, Displaying 
and Peddling of Goodo, Warm, 
Marc hand toe and Other Articles 
Within the Corporate City Limits 
of the CHy of Comanche, Provid­ 
ing a License Therefor, and De- 
claixing an Emergency. 


Bo It Ordained 
By the City 
Connell of the City of Comanche,

ROHE CULTURE 


! 
The following items concem- 
! ing rose culture was sent to the 
Comanche Chief by Minnie Fish­ 
er Cunningham of the Extension 
Service of A. 
M. College. 
As this is the time of year for 
planting roses and planning for 
flowers for the spring and sum­ 
mer, we be.ieve these thoughts 
will be of interest to our readers. 
A rose garden placed for en­ 
joyment when in the outdoor liv­ 
ing room is part of the land­ 
scape plan of Mrs. Sam Inglet, 
yard demonstrator in Montgom­ 
ery County. Soil, into which one- 
third as much well rotted man­ 
ure and leaf mold was spaded 
was prepared for this rose bed. 
In Frio County, Mrs. Ben Con­ 
over made a rose bed only five 
feet wide so that it can be eas­ 
ily worked from both sides. The 
roses are p anted only 18 inches 
apart so that all the roots will 
be shaded—this in defiance of 
the South Texas sun. 
Rose cuttings set out by Mrs. 
J. E. Manning of Dallas County 
last spring have developed into 
bushes almost equal in size to 
three year old plants. Mrs. Man­ 
ning attributes this to the thor­ 
ough preparation given the soil 
before she planted the cuttings. 
Rotted straw and manure were 
plowed into the bed Until the 
soil was very loose. It retained 
its moisture all summer for this 
reason.
